3 . The OC Task Force excluded Category A records from 
further review, and carefully, conscientiously and thoroughly 
reviewed all OC Category B records (no Category C records 
were identified). This ted primarily toward 

two subject areas: (a ) material from 1949, 

and (b) "Watergate" relate^nater^^rom 1969 . No such 
material was found. 


4 . Attachment A outlines the procedures followed by the 
OC Task Force, and attachments B and C list the records iden- 
tified as Category A and B. 

5. All available key OC Headquarters personnel were 
contacted in an attempt to determine if any subject material 
could be recalled from memory. No overseas personnel were 
contacted during this review. To the best of our knowledge 
there are no personnel in the Office of Communications who 
have had any personal or official contact with the subjects 

of this investigation other than those reported in the initial 
survey on 23 May 1973 (see attachment D) . 

6. A specific effort was made to uncover any instance 
of Communications support having been given directly to 
Watergate-related groups or activities. No such instances
